Redrawn boundaries may help city’s proposal become a reality

The new map may make Mitchell the 
city a reality. 

Mitchell incorporation organizers are 
hoping their redrawn boundaries will be 
acceptable to surrounding communities; 
the new proposal will be presented to the 


Madison County Board in July. 

‘The original 22-square-mile proposal 
has been cut to 14 square miles, leaving 
out such choice properties as Chouteau 
Island, portions of which the city of 
Madison wants to annex, and nearly 
2,000 acres Granite City is seeking. That 
land includes 1,500 acres owned by Union 
Electric and would have cut the original

“The Army material 
command has long taken the 
position it does not want the 
overhead at the Price Center 
and wants to reduce or 
eliminate that cost,’ C 
said. ‘‘It means the 
Department of Defense or 
other federal agencies will 
have the opportunity to utilize 
the base. But it is very 
premature to suggest this 
facility is going to close.”’
